ILLUSTRATING BY TELEGRAPH. 
Edison’s New System for Transmitting 
Photographs by Wire. 


Thomas A. Edison’s new autegraphic 
telegraph, on which, in conjanction with 
Patrick Kenney, he has been for niany 
months at work, wiil revolutionize the 
whole system of newepaper illustration 
from distant pointa, 

By the aid of the autographic telegraph 
it will be easy for the artist to transmit 
by wire any kind of sketch with the cer- 
tainty that it will be reproduced at the 
other end of the line. 

“There is nothing absolu‘ely new in 
this idea,” eaid Mr. Edison, “it is simply 
a development of the old Cassela system, 
in which the transmission was made 
along asort of pendulum, I had thought 
oat and perfected the machine soma 
years ago, when the telephone came 
along and stopped me, A business man 
desiring to give # practical description of 
a design in dry goods, prints or in forms 
could make his meaning readily clearer 
over the telephone. 

“It afterward cccurred to me tha! the 
perfection of this tittle instrament might 
benefit my friends in the newspaper pro- 
fession, and it ig for them that I have 
designed it. I want to say that no news: 
paper has or will haye a monopoly in 
the use of the auto-telegrapb. I shall 
reserve the patenf and sell the machine 
to any newspaper that cares to buy it. 

‘The process is simple enongh. The 
artist makes hia eketch in the uena!l man- 
ner. It doegn’t matter what it may be. 

Directly the drawing is finished he 
wraps it around @ littie cylinder at the 
top of the machine; he presses a button, 

and in the same instant, While the ma- 
chine revolves, the man in the newe 
paper room, say 1,000 mil-s away, /s 1e- 
producing the sketch, 

‘| can now say the instrument is ready 
for use, You coald haadle it at once 
with atsolute certainty. Before | attempt 
to put itinthe market I shail try to re- 
duce it to portable gize so that the artist 
Fent to Unicago or St. Louia may carry 
itim his pocket, dump it down on any 
kind of teiezraph table, and transmit the 
drawing with just as mach eace and as 
little ceremony as he would ue in tele- 
graphing a 200-word et_ry. 

“In less than four months from this 
tirae the inetrument in its portable form 
willbe ready forthe market, We can 
now use the instrument at 500 miles with 
ease, at 1.000 with reasonable accuracy, 
and before | have finisned I will try to 
Ppan the continent from ’Frisco to New 
York,” 


CRISIS IN VICTORIA’s FINANCES, 


Engla: d's Qacen Once Had a Narrow Exs- 
cape From Bankraptcy. 


It is a fact that not very many years azo 
Her Majesty escaped complete financial 
ruin by a merecnance. The failure of 6 
certain great bank is in everybody’s re- 
collection, It came like a thunder bolt 
upon the whole cormmercial world. 

The deficit was not to be counted in 
hundreda of thousands, but in miilions of 
money. As for the shareholders in the 
uc limited company, they were liabie in- 
dividnally tothe whole extent of the 
bank’sdebt. That is to eay, that the 
owner of aten-pound note spare was a 
part debtor of the six or seven millions 
that the bank was short. 

This, of course, meant hopeless ruin 
even to the very richest of them. The 
first cail swept away the seavingsof a life 
time of the widow and orphan. In a 
short time the weight of debt had at- 
tacked and swallowed up the middle. 
class hoidere of shares. Then grinding as 
slowly and surely as the ‘‘miils of the 
gods,” it reached the capitalist and mil- 
lionaire, and left them sucked dry and 
penniless. It mattered nothing whether 
thev had one share or a nundred, the 
result was the same—hopeless ruin. 

Now, it happened that some time be- 
fore this failare a loyal -cotchman had 
died, bequeathing sundry sharea in this 
bank to the queen. Her adyisers aat lorg 
in council considering this bequest, and 
her fate tremibied in the balance. 

At last they decided that it was beneath 
her d gnity to heli shares in a commer 
cial undertaking. But the comic papers 
got ho!d of the incident after the failure 
of the bank and mace capital of it from 
the point of view of what ‘might have 
bappened.”

A MASONIC TEMPLE OF CURIOS. 


Many Rare Relics Carefully Preeeisved in 
New York. 


Few people are aware that hidden 
away in carefully rooms of an 
imposing structure on Sixth ayenue and 
Twenty-third street, New York city, are 
preserved rare relics of by-gone ages, 
works of art acd priceless curios. These 
rarities are to be found in the Masonic 
temple, which strangers are seldom per- 
mitted to enter. 

Tne temple itself ia one of the moet in- 
tereating objects of interest in New York. 
The massive bronze pillars at the en- 
trance excite curiosity. The mysterious 
figures at the foot and the marble statue 
of Silence at the head of the grand stair- 
cage may cause a remark of enquiry to be 
made. The rich emblez»ned coat of 
arms of the Masunic fraternity, cver the 
grand lodge room door, cannot fail to 
attract at‘ention, and other features on the 
same fioor will certainly cause the ing 1igi- 
tive to ask what itall means. Bat these 
are about ail that the stranger is likely to 
see. On the floor above the grand lodge 
room are the library, reading room and 
:naseum of the Masonic fraternity. 

la the library of the Masonic temple 
are books and records that have no dup- 
lieate in thiscountry. One is a three 
volume folio work, bound in vellum, 
printed in Latin with large type, in the 
‘ear 1604. This gives a description of 
hing Solomon’s Temp!e and has several 
finely executed engravings, maps, designs 
of architecture and pictures showing the 
customs of the arcient Jewa. This work 
was gotten up for and dedicated to Philip 
Il. of Spain, vy a distinguished member 
of toe Society of Jesus, A “black ‘etter 
Bible’ of about the same date is in the 
library. It ia supposed to be a copy of 
the famous “Breeches Bibie,” but the 
pages which ehould have proved thie are 
absent. With this exception the work 
is perfect, and has many curious charts. 
An old Eaglish work giving the history 
of the Masonic society, or Society of 
Builders, from the time ot William the 
Conqueror tothe date of publication— 
acout the beginning of thelast century— 
is a curiosity. I: gives the nime3 of a!! 
the grand masters for nearly a thousand 
years, A pumber of works, published 
during tie exciting times of the anti- 
Masonic crusade are ales in the library. 
Both sides of the struggie are therein re 
lated. These books were preserved by 
Masons during that eventful period and 
now, when the principal actora have 
passed away, become objecta of historical 
curiosity. Masonic magazines, works of 
dietinguished Masonic authors and en 
cyclopedias go to make this library one 
of the most valuable for reference to be 
found anywhere in the United Siatea, 

The greatest interest, however, centers 
in the museum of Masonic curioeities and 
antiqaities. In this collection can be 
found the gold trowel used by Benjamin 
Franklin while master of the lodge in 
Pennsyivania, preserved by Franklio 
lodge of New York state and presented by 
that body tothe musenm. A model of 
the obelisk, made under the direction o! 
the late Commander Gorringe, nas been 
deposited in the museum by Angio Saxon 
lodge of Brockiyn, to which he was at 
tached asa member. Three candlesticks 
used by Ancient Chapter No. 1 of Royal 
Arch Masons during the ‘ast century are 
cariosities. A past grand master’s jewel, 
presented to the grand iodge of New 
York by the grand lodge of New Jersey 
in 1782, recal.a the eariy period of Mas- 
onry in this country. The jewels and 
records of Rainbow !cdge of New York 
state, stolen by British eoldiery during 
the war of 1512 to 1515, and preserved by 
a lodge in Montreal, to whic place they 
had been taken, is found commemorated 
here by @ past master’s jowel, on which 
the whoie history of the affair ie engrav- 
ed. Coins and Maeonic medals of great 
antiquity are preserved. One, commem- 
orating the creation of a son of King 
George III. as grand master of Maeone in 
America and |agland, strack before the 
revolution, is of great intereet to Ameri- 
can Masons.

A LIFE OF GREAT HARDSHIP AND EX- 
POSURE, 


River Drivers Often Waist Deep in Icy 
Waters—Paia-Kacked Bodies the Fre- 


quent Outcome—Only the Most Robust 
Can Stand this Weary Round of Toil. 


From the Ottawa Pree Press. 


Only thoee who have engaged in the 
arduous occupation of lumbering know 
how dearly earned is their livelihood, 
foramong the many vocations of men 
that of lumbering ranks among the most 
dangerous and difficult. There ia the 
heavy shanty !abor from earliest dawn to 
evening star when the toiler for half the 
year is remote ‘rom home and friends, 
and who:-e daily ronnd isto ¢:: and work 
and sleep, oniy gettiny su occassional 
glimpse of the on'-i‘e¢ world through a 
long looked for let.er frem some loved 
one far away.

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A PRACTICAL PLAN. 


The Powers Conaldering a Scheme for the 


Government of Turkey. 


The London Daily News states that the 
powes are considering a scheme for fi 
nancia! control,and the placing of the 
administration of Tarkey in the hands of 
a responsible uropean minister, Edgar 
Vincent at present treasarer of the Otto- 
man bank, becoming the minister of 
finance, a Russian officer the minister of 
war,and a Frenchman minister of the 
interior, the Grand Vizier remaining 
president of the council of state, subject 
to the powere’ approval. ‘There is no 
reason to believe,’ the Daily News says, 
“that Germany and Anatria will consent 
to such a scheme, which would maintain 
the integrity of the Ottoman dominion, 
but would not necessarily keep the pre- 
sent sultan onthethrone. The scheme 
is believed to provide first for raising a 
loan of £5,000 000, to be applied to the 
administration, andthe reduetion of the 
army, each vilayet to havea European 
general, responsible to the ministry, whe 
is to collect the taxes, pay salaries, etc, 
the revision of the civil and military 
service, the dismiseal of the incompetent 
and ill reputed oflicars, the reorganiza- 
tion of the gendarmerie under Vurkieh 
and }aropean officers, and equal rights 
to all religious communities.” The Daily 
News also hasa Vienna diepateh which 
Says: “Edgar Vincant spent two davs 
here in negotiations for the proposed 
Turkish loan. He cousidera that the 
sacces depends upon the three unfaul- 
fill. d conditions of remodelling the Turk- 
ish debt commission on the plan of the 
Igyptian commission, with a Russian 
delegate, and the powcer-’ gnarantet «t 
the loan. It is repor ed that the czar ha: 
promised a Rugsian de. ate,” 


CASTS OF THE ESQUIiN AUX, 


Artist Albert Operti, Who 
Peary, Made Piaster Cnrir, 


Accomp :nled 


“T waa anxious to make complete 
studies of these peculiar people, so I not 
only painted and photographed them, 
but [ also mad+ a number of plaster casts, 
This was the firat time in the history 
of Arctic work that the attemp: was 
made to exercise the seulptor’s art in the 
Arctic regions. I may say tha: 1 waa 
most successful in making plaster caste of 
the Esquimanx, notwithstanding the low 
temperature in which he was obliged to 
work. 

“I had to try yarions parts of the saip 
before I could find a place where the 
plaster would not freeze, and at length 
took up my guarters for this work in the 
orlop, or lower deck of the steamer. 

“In making the casts the mode of 
operating consisted in first anointing the 
bodies of the natives with @ preparation 
of petholatum, then in building around 
the model a wall of clay tot.e thicknese 


of several inches. Then 1  piaced 
strings vertically and horizontally 
upon the figare, ailowing them 
to e#tick to the flesh, in order 


to separate and break the mold. I tnen 
poured plaster of paris, mixed with water 
and salt, to hasten hardening, sl! over 
the body of the sabject, the mixtare be- 
ing 10 or 15 degrees colder than the sur 
rounding atmosphere. I permitted the 
mixture to remain for four or five min- 
utes, or until hard, and then removed it, 
after marking it for future joining. These 
molde were afterwards pared off to get 
rid of the superflaocus portiors, and iaid 
away iu and around the engine room to 
beezome thoroughly evaporated. 

“In making the cast of the face two 
goose quills were inseried in the nostrils 
of thesubject.
